Located  in  south  central  Montana.  Yellowstone  County  is  Montana's 
most  populous  with  1 29,352  residents,  according  to  the  2000  Census. 

Billings,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  largest  city  with  a  population  of 
89,847  and  is  a  major  retail  and  wholesale  trade,  financial,  energy, 
transportation  and  medical  center.  According  to  the  Montana  Almanac. 
by  authors  Andrea  Merrill  and  Judy  Jacobson,  the  county  was  estab- 
lished in  1 883.  riie  Yellowstone  River,  the  authors  say,  was  called  by 
early  French  trappers,  Roche  Jaune  for  "yellow  rock."  Pompeys  Pillar,  a 
national  historic  Umdmark  located  28  miles  east  of  Billings  on  Interstate 
94,  was  originally  called  Pompy's  Tower  by  Captain  William  Clark.  The 
authors  add  he  named  it  after  Sacajawea's  son  Baptiste,  whom  he  called 
"Little  Pomp."  And  Billings  was  named  for  lawyer,  philanthropist  and 
fomier  Northem  Pacific  Railroad  President  Frederick  Billings. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  tor 
Yellowstone  County  households  in  1 997  was  $35,680.  The  count>'  is 
2,666  square  miles  in  area;  2,635  square  miles  in  land  area  and  3 1  in 
inland  water  area. 

County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  According  to 
the  (jrcat  Falls  Weather  Service,  the  average  daily  low  in  Billings  in 
January  between  1 948  and  2000  was  13.5  degrees  above  zero.  The 
average  daily  high  in  July  was  86.0  degrees  above.  The  annual  precipita- 
tion during  the  same  period  was  1 4.65  inches  and  the  growing  season 
was  from  May  5  to  Sept.  15.
